Ag one observer comments: 
For a country like Poland 
to brenk with the ’ Soviet 
bloc opens the prospect of 
economic paralysis, Poland, 
like other | satellites, is 
pursuing an ambitious 
indurktrinlisation 
programme, And the receipt 
of Soviet machinery and 
technical aid forma an im- 
portant contribution to it. 
It is nwo truly anid thut the 
dependence of ench Com- 
munist country upon the

Yuyoslavin’s break from the
